MAYENCE, Germany, Sept. 22.— 
French troops and volunteer work­ 
ers toiled through the night in the 
ruins of the Bastiche Aniline com­ 
pany, w ar famed che&ical plant at 
Oppau, where hundreds of work­ 
ers were killed in an explosion yes­ 
terday morning. 
Estim ates of the dead ranged as 
high as 1,500 early today, but def­

Oppau was virtually swept 
away and the explosion spread des­ 
olation over a wide district on the 
west bank of the Rhine between 
Mannheim and Frankenthal.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.— Stimula­ 
ted by the recent visit to the Uni­ 
ted States of Mme. Curie, Its dis­ 
coverer, scientists in this 
country 
are making new progress In treating 
cancer with radium, according to R. 
B. Moore, chief chemist of the U. 
S. Bureau of Mines. 
The highly scientific treatment pf 
disease by the use of radium, how­ 
ever, Mr. Moore says, is successful 
only when applied with the greatest 
skill. 
"AU cancer cannot be so cured, 
and it requires a skilled surgeon 
who 
thoroughly 
understand! the 
proper dosage in order to get fav­ 
orable results,” Mr. Moore states. 
"At the present time the United 
States produces more radium than 
all the rest of thdvororld together. 
"From the beginning of the in­ 
dustry in 1913 to January, 1931, 
approximately 115 grams of radium 
elements have been produced in this 
country. 
Probably not more than 
40 grams have been recovered from 
foreign ores since the discovery of 
radium by Mme. Curie.'' 
Mr. Moore said that moat of the 
domestic production of radium Is 
from mines In Colorado.

New York's army of 900,000 school 
children registered for the opening 
of school this fall.

The principal aim of the tests 


was to devise a better classification 
of pupils.

skill. 


"All cancer cannot be so cured, 


and it requires a skilled surgeon

"At the present time the United 


States produces more radium than 
all the rest of thexsrorld together. 


"From the beginning of the In- 


dustry In 1913 to January, 1921, 
approximately lie grams of radium 
elements have been produced In this 
country. 
Probably not more than 


40 grams have been recovered from 
foreign ores since the discovery of 
radium by Mme. Curie."

The scope of training •wnicli national 
guard troops in Oklahoma will re- 
ceive under the new regime to •be- 
gin as soon as the order is publish- 
ed, is contained in a general order 
tuade public today at national guard 
headquarters here. 


This order, sent out from 
the 


office of the senior instructor, be- 
sides 
outlining the block system 


which is to be put 
into use im- 


mediately through ihe. enforcement 
of an earlier portion of the same 
order, contains complete informat- 
tion on different subjects to be mas- 
tered by guardsmen outside of the 
usual infantry drill. 
' - 


Plans also are under way for the 


formation of club houses for guards- 
men in each city which has units 
assigned, it was announced, as the 
men 
have expressed a 
wish 
for 


some place to meet informally and 
discuss their systems and blocks, 
which are 'squad' classes. 


Instruction will be given the in- 


fantry and artillery In signal work, 
including arms and 
rifle signals, 


whistle and bugle signals, and Jn 
all systems now used in semaphore 
and verbal signalling. 


Military courtesy occupies, a place 


on the instructional program with 
saluting, courtesy and care of uni- 
form contained in the block. 


In 
training 
for 
bayonet 
drill, 


guards, thrusts, parries, defenses and 
dummy and bayonet run 
practice 


are be given. 


<iel IMij-sirn] Drill. 


All forms of physical training, 


including physical drill, boxing, per- 


sonal combat, mass athletics, Jump- 
Ing, 
running, swimming, and Jiu 


Jitsu instruction are scheduled. The 
guadsmen 
will • receive 
interior 


guard duty instruction, and classes 
will be held In' map reading and 
making, topography, and a number 
of technical subject*. 


'In the howitzer area, "Instruction 


on the 37mm gun, with gun drill 
tactics, and the kinds of fire, and 
fore orders la to be given all the 
infantrymen, who also will receive 
instruction on the Stokes" Motar, 
first taking up the 
nomenclature 


and menchanlsm, care and repair 
of arms. 


All headquarters 
companies 
are 


to be furnished with a copy of the 
latest table or ogantzation of their 
unit, and the members of this or- 
ganization are to be required to de- 
vote fifty percent of the drill per- 
iod to work in the different classes 
or blocks, as prescribed for the 
infantry companies. The balance of 
the time Is to be used in practical 
work by each individual in his own 
specialty, the report states.

Doctor Asserts. 


PITTSBURGH, Sept. 22.—One of 


the greatest difficulties confronting 
the church lies in the fact that 
there are 175 varieties of churches 
In America, Dr. Baxter P. Fuller- 
ton, of St. Louis, told the World's 
Alliance of Presbyterian and 
Re- 


formed Churches here today. 


Dr. Fullerton is secretary of the 


Presbyterian Board of Home Mis- 
sions and was telling of the diffi- 
culties of home mission work in the 
United 
States. 
Denominationalism, 


he said, was one of t!io greatest and 
most serious of these. Each of the 
175 kinds of 'church was endeavor-

ing to promote its own work both 
in the city and the country, among 
native and immigrant alike and, 
consequently, there was not only 
overlapping 
but 
also overlooking 


since there had been no co-opera- 
tion in the location and develop- 
ment 
of 
these 
various 
local 


churches. 


Continuing he 
said 
that 
the 


greatest problem before the agen- 
cies of the Christian church is to 
"Christianize the church itself." He 
declared that there are communit- 
ies Ln America where four or five 
different denominations are at. work 
each church 
receiving home mis- 


sion aid, when one or two churches 
could 
be both self-sustaining and 


self-respecting. 


Efforts had been made, he said, 


to change this "shameful situation" 
but up to the present it existed "to 
the embarrassment of the work and 
a scorn of the ungodly." An 
at- 


tempt had been made to unite de- 
nominations having similar doctrine j 
and government into one larger unit 
and in this way unite the local 
churches into one for better ser- 
vice for the community, but Dr. 
Fullerton said that 
extreme 
de- 


nominationalism prevents any very 
large application of this principle 
and strong peoples remain apart be- 
cause of some nnimortant or sub- 
sidiary question on which the sal- 
vation of no soul or community 
depends. 


'"It is apparent, therefore," .he 


went on, "that this 
larger 
union 


will never be accomplished until 
the kingdom of God bulks larger 
in the minds of people than the 
church, until the salvation and ser- 
vice of mankind becomes a greater 
concern than the establishment of 
a specific church. 


"This duplication of churches is 


not. only harmful to the cause but 
Is also a useless waste of both mon- 
ey and men." 


Dr. Fullerton said it was heart- 


ening to know that this condition 
of things was being considered ser- 
iously by churches and missionary- 
agencies and pointed out that, the 
organization of a 
Home 
Mission 


Council and Council of Women for 
Home Missions 14 years ago had 
become an outstanding evidence of 
a spirit co-operation prevailing in 
the churches. 


Utah Is Example. 


He pointed to the condition in 


Utah as an illustration 
of 
what 


had been accomplished by the Home 
Missions Council and said that to- 
day there were no communities In 
that slate where two or more Gen- 
tile churches were at work except 
In the cities of Salt Lake and Og- 
den. Similar organizations for in- 
terdenominational 
home 
mission 


work had been made in Colorado, 
Montana, iPorto Rico, Cuba, Alaska 
and Santo Domingo. 


Despite the hindrance of denomi- 


nationallsm, Dr. Fullerton reported 
that the spirit of evangelism pre- 
vailing in America was one of the 
most hopeful signs of 
the 
time. 


Never in the course of a year had 
there been such an 
interest 
in 


bringing men into the church, he 
said. 


He recounted the difficulties in 


attempting 
to 
Christianize 
and 


Americanize the polyglot peoples of 
the cities and held it to be the 
mission of the church as well as 
of the state to solve the problems 
of sanitation and housing. 


He said that, according to best 


information, there are now 18,500 
men and women engaged in aome 
form 
of missionary work in this 


country and more than $26,000,000 
invested in the business of making 
and keeping America Christian for 
the redemption of mankind and the 
I'riedly service of the world.
